Unless you’ve' been 
tucked away in a cave 
somewhere in Borneo for 
the last two years, you’ve 
surely been aware of a 
creeping phenomenon

across America. It’s 
called HULKAMANIA. 

HULKAMANIA is a 
contagious affliction that 
strikes mainly wrestling 
fans but lately even non- 
fans have been catching 
the “bug”. The word is 
out, HULKAMANIA is in. 

The perpetrator of said 
mania is of course, Hulk 
Hogan, a mountain who 
walks and talks like a 
man. Come to think of it, 
he is a man. Only at 6-8, 
325 Ibs, it’s easy enough 
to confuse the two. 

With massive, broad 
shoulders that look like 
they’d be more at home 
on a water buffalo, Hogan 
is still a mortal man like 
16 


Hogan was far from a favorite of the 


fans when he was managed by Fred 


Blassie. 


the rest of us. It’s just that 
there is so much more of 
him. Fortunately, there is 
enough of him to go 
around because fans 
from coast to coast have 
been clammering for his 
services. 

While it is true that 
Hulk originally began his 
career as a villian, in the 
last few years he has 
seen the error of his way 
and gone on the side of 
right, much to the delight 
of mat fans everywhere. 
A funny thing happened 
when the golden haired 


grappler entered the 
AWA. Fans there took an 
immediate liking to 


Hogan and began to 
cheer him even though he 
was considered a rule 
breaker at the time. It was 
then that the Venice, 
California native decided 
to strike out in the cause 
of goodness and decency 
in the American way. 


Fans revel 
noted tough guys like 
Nick Bockwinkle and_ 
Jerry Blackwell get their 
come uppence at the 
hands of the Hulk. In fact, 
he gave such a beating to 
AWA champ Bockwinkle 
in Minneapolis recently, 
that they had to carry 
Nick out of the ring ona 


in seeing 


Stretcher. Since Hogan 
was-~ disqualified and 
technically lost the 


match, he did not win the 
title. However, the cheers 
of the fans eased his 
disappointment. 

Most people consider it 
just a matter of time until 
Hulk wins the big one. In 
the meantime, he just 
goes right on winning. 
He’s been a success in 
virtually every major 
league in wrestling, the 
WWF, NWA and AWA. His 
hahdle is a household 
word in Japan where he is 
idolized. The name Hulk 


‘Hogan stands for excite- 
ment and he never lets a 
fan down. 

Sylvester Stallone saw 
Hogan’ wrestling one 
night and immediately 
signed him to a major role 
in “Rocky Ill’, as an 
adversary to the Rocky 
character. The two 
gladiators battled to a 
draw on celluloid in a 
mixed match of boxer vs. 
wrestler. It was one of the 
high-lights of the movie. 
Dispite their bruising 
encounter on the 
screen, Stallone and 
Hogan became friends 
during the shooting. “I 
love the guy,” exclaimed 
Stallone. Yes, even a big 
movie star can fall prey to 
HULKAMANIA. 

Another noted celebrity 
to get caught up in the 
HULKAMANIA syndrome 
is Johnny Carson, Mr. late 
night television himself. 
Hulk was the featured 
guest on Carson’s 
Tonight show on NBC. 
Hogan showed his sharp 
wit in bantering back and 
forth with the master of 
sharp comebacks.

It was no easy 
battle, but then again, 
Chief Jay Strongbow is 
used to hard fought 
battles. 

Throughout the Chief’s 
lifetime, he has had 
painful setbacks that 
have made him wonder if

indeed it is all worth 
while. In his early child- 
hood, he had witnessed 
the confinement of his 
family and tribesman to a 
reservation. During his 
wrestling career, he had 
seen his good friend and 
tag team partner, Billy 
White Wolf, have his neck 
fractured by Ken Patera. 
But perhaps the most 
painful experience in his 
entire life was the hurt 
and emotional depression 
he suffered when his best 
friend in the entire world, 
Chief Peter Miavia, turned 
on him twice, in the 
middle of title defenses at 
both Madison Square 
Garden and the Phila- 
delphia Spectrum; and to 
compound the _ intensity 
of this traumatic  ex- 
perience, Miavia_ died 
before he and the Chief 
were ever able to recon- 
cile their differences. As ° 
the Chief says, “I'll go the 
rest of my life without 
ever knowing why my best 
friend turned on me, we 
were so close.” 

Miavia was not the only 
one to turn his back on 
the Chief. Larry Zybsco 
and Spiros Arion. were 
also close friends of 


Strongbow who changed 
their ways and were lured 
to careers as_ rule 
breakers inside the ring. 
Every drop of blood 
Strongbow shed in 
matches with these men 
was intensified by the 
relationship they had 
once’ shared. Indeed, 
these difficult exper- 
iences had disallusioned 
Strongbow with the sport. 


For the past several 
years, the Chief had been 
virtually inactive; he had 
been living comfortably 
with his fellow tribesmen 
back in Pauhuska, 
Oklahoma. The _— only 
connection he had with 
the sport he dearly loved 
was occasional exhibi- 
tions to help raise funds 
for his people. But 
Strongbow nonetheless 
often attended numerous 
wrestling shows—not as 
a participant—but rather 
as a spectator. The Chief 
made every effort 
possible to watch all of 
the matches of his 
younger brother, Jules 
Strongbow. 


What exactly was it 
that made the Chief 
return to full time action 
in fhe gruelling sport of 
professional wrestling? 
Certainly, it wasn’t the 
money, as the Chief has 
been blessed with a very 
comfortable lifestyle. 
Neither was it the glory, 
as Strongbow already has 
earned the reputation as 
one of the most colorful 
and competitive wrestlers 
in. mat spot _ history. 
Rather, the Chief returned 
to the ring wars for one 
reason, and for one 
reason only: the defense 


Chief Jay used all his cunning as well as his 
great skill and strength to overcome the 
villainous way of Mr. Fuji & Mr. Saito. 
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of his family name: 
Strongbow. 

In one of his earlier 
matches, Jules Strong- 
bow was pitted against 
one of the meanest and 
most awesome wrestlers 
in the game today, who 
we will refer to as Killer 
(we have been asked not 
to reveal this wrestler’s 
name).

Skill, Sportmanship now trademark for former Bad Boy

Due to his many accomplishments, Jimmy 
“Superfly” Snuka has been named the 1982 
Wrestler of the Year, by Official Wrestling 
Magazine. 

This prestigious award has been bestowed upon 
him overwhelmingly by a panel of wrestling jour- 
nalists. To be eligible for this award, a wrestler must 
posess the qualities of talent, strength, versatility, 
perserverance and character. 

There is no doubt that “Superfly” Snuka has the 
talent and strength to qualify for the award - his 
gruelling title contests with W.W.F. champion Bob 
Backlund will attest to this — however, originally 
there was some doubt as to his character. For the 
early part of 1982, “Superfly” displayed less than 
exemplary behavior, as he clearly violated all the 
wrestling rules and regulations. Much to the en- 
joyment of his manager, Lou Albano, “Superfly” 
could be seen kicking, choking, fouling, and perfor- 
ming other illegal manuevers. In fact, at one point, 
the wrestling officials were considering taking away 
his license, as there appeared to be no controlling 
of this man. Even a steel cage couldn’t do the trick; 
he seemed to enjoy being treated like an animal. 

Clearly, in the earlier part of 1982, “Superfly” was 
deservant of perhaps “‘The Most Hated Wrestler of 
the Year Award’, rather than our bestowment of 
“Wrestler of the Year.” 

However, something soon happened that would 
change Jimmy Snuka’s life - putting him on the right 
track. One day, Pat Patterson introduced him to 
former champion Buddy Rogers. Although the han- 
dshake the two exchanged seemed insignificant at 
the time, it would later prove to be a bond that would 
change the entire wrestling scene.

It was all out war when 
Snuka and Backlund got 
into it, Backlund’s bat- 
tered and bloody face tells 
the story of just how 
furious the battle was. 


Not me says Snuka as 
he gets a warning 
from the referee for a 
bit of unlawful action. 
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Snuka, insenced with the idea of becoming the 
world champion, and after already failing several 
times at achieving that goal, asked the former 
champ for advice. “Get rid of Albano, he’s using 
you,” was the reply from Rogers. Snuka was con- 
fused and shrugged off the idea. But Rogers was in- 
sistant. “If you won’t listen to my opinion,” asked 
Rogers, “‘will you at least listen to facts?” 

The facts that Rogers revealed to Snuka were un- 
pleasant. Not only was “Superfly” employed under 
an illegal contract, but he was also penniless. All of 
his wrestling earnings, and the home he wished to 
purchase would have to wait. It was at about this 
time that wrestling fans began to see a different 
side of the “Superfly”, a side no one ever before 
knew existed. “Superfly”, the man thought to be 
built of stone, was seen with tears in his eyes. 
Almost incoherently, he asked Rogers if he would 
become his manager. 

This whole scenario, of course, did not go over 
too well with Snuka’s present manager, Lou Albano. 
In typical Albano fashion, the Captain sneaked up 
on Snuka and with the heip of Ray Stevens, ad- 
ministered to Snuka the beating of his life. At one 
point, it was uncertain whether Snuka would ever 
walk again, let alone ever step into the squared cor- 
cle. But thanks to his tempered, steel-like body, and 
intestinal fortitude that most wrestlers only dream 
of, Snuka recovered, and promised to rid the 
wrestling world of the infamous Lou Albano once 


and for all. ‘‘Superfly’’ said he will then go on to cap- 
ture a championship, but this time he intends to 
become a champion through scientific wrestling. 
“Now that | have the fans behind me, and Buddy 
Rogers in my corner, | don’t have to resort to illegal 
tactics. | am a new man with a new attitude,” says 
the extremely popular Snuka. ‘All | need is a chance 
to prove my sincerity to the fans.” And prove his 
sincerity he ‘has. In a recent grudge match at 
Madison Square Garden, “Superfly” took full advan- 
tage of a once in a lifetime opportunity to settle the 
score in a torrid match against none other than the 
Captain, Lou Albano himself. From the sound of the 
opening bell and throughout the match, Snuka in- 
flicted unrelenting punishment on his former 
manager.

Bovee, once they’ve seen 
him and experienced his 
own particular brand of 
mayhem. 

“‘My career is two fold,” 
stated Bovee before an 
appearance in Phoenix. 
“In the west | am known 
primarily as a manager of 
other wrestlers, but in the 
east and the south | am 
primarily known as a 
wrestler.” During his 
career, Bovee has held an 
Independant version of 
the Southern title on three 
occasions, though he 
weighs only between 200 
and 216 pounds, and 
presently holds the IWU 
Jr. Heavyweight Crown 
which was presented to 
him in June of 1982. 

The list of people he’s 
managed either in the 
southwest or other parts

of the country reads like a 
wanted-dead or alive list 
of criminals. The In- 
credible Bulk, Zoltan The 
Great, The Lumberjacks, 
John Ringer, The Hear- 


tbreakers, Donna Day, 
Candi Divine, Hans 
Mueller, The Mask, Rick 
Davidson, Maniac Mike 
Gordon, and for a brief 
time, Superstar Billy 
Graham, in the local 


Phoenix arena. As a 
wrestler, some of the men 
Bovee has squared off 
with include Joey Rossi, 
The Exorcist, Super Argo, 
Christopher Henderson, 
Cowboy Bob _ Orton, 
Tony Garea, Tony Atlas, 
and Buddy Rose (The lat- 
ter four on a highly un- 
successful WWF debut at 
the Pennsylvania tv 
tapes). In the latter case, 
however, Bovee_ points 
out that although his 
WWF record was unflat- 
tering, his main point was 


proven. 


“Fred Blassie, Black- 
jack Mulligan, and myself 
were standing outside the 
dressing room and a 
whole crowd of fans can 
up, and started hollering 
and screaming. Yet they 


weren’t mad at the 
established rulebreakers 
in the area... they were 
mad at me. | think when | 
was at the tapes in Ham- 
burg, the fans hated me 
more than anyone. That 
got the attention of Fred 
Blassie, Lou Albano, and 
Blackjack Mulligan.

leave. | sent a message 
with him, to the WWF, 
thanking Mr. Blassie.

In any case, with or 
without the advice of men 
like Blassie and Albano, 
Marcial has been doing 
quite well at inspiring the 
hatred of the fans, 
perhaps too well. Among 
some circuits, he has 
gained the nickname of 
“Riot Maker’, due to his 
provoking fans past the 
breaking point. 

“V’ve had my license 
temporarily pulled three 
times after Riots in 
Arizona,” said Bovee. 
“That didn’t stop me, 
Whenever - my 


license was pulled, | just 
went somewhere else un- 
til my Suspension was up 
and started riots’ in 
another area. Can | help it 
if promoters can’t keep 
their local hicks under 
control? | don’t care what 
the fans say, as long as 
they don’t go throwing 
stuff at me or try to attack 


me. If they do, then 
trouble will start.” 
The stories about 


Bovee and his riots are’ 
numerous,tike the time in 
Franklin, Tennessee 
when he was acting as 
manager for the two 
Heartbreakers, against 
Len Rossi and Don Green. 
After the bout, Bovee and 
his associates had_.to~ 
literally run to the

dressing room to get 


away from the fans. One 
fan in the second row 
pushed a chair out in 
front of Bovee, who was 
running so hard he 
couldn’t stop. Bovee hit 
the chair with both knees, 
falling flat on his face. 
For a minute the angry 
fan had satisfaction, until 
Bovee got to his feet, 
folded the chair and went 
after his assailant, drop- 
ping the chair across the 
fan’s own knees’ and 
giving him a sample of 
what it felt like. ‘‘Maybe 
I’d be limping for a week,” 
Bovee said afterward, 
while ice was applied to 
his swollen shins, “But | 
‘made damned sure the 


(expletive deleted) who. 


caused it would be lim- 
ping for TWO WEEKS” 

Another time in 
Phoenix, Bob Yuma’s 
nephew hit Marcial from 
behind. Marcial turned 
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around, grabbed a chair 
and chased him up the 
aisle, out the door, and in- 
to the streets of Phoenix, 
before behind restrained. 
On other occasions, he 
has been attacked by 
fans wielding purses, 
knives, screwdrivers, 
canes, and .one time, a 
crutch. “This idiot was 
hobbling around on crut- 
ches, and he wanted to 
wrestle me,” said Bovee. 
“| told him to sit down in 
his chair and shut up 
before | gave him a 
busted left leg to match 
his right one. Some fans 
are airheads, they’ve got 
balloons for brains.” 


Of the riots, the worst 
would have to have been 
in Akron, Ohio, on August 
16, 1981. Bovee and Ger- 
man protege, Hans 
Mueller, were in a bout for 
the Ohio State Cham- 
pionship against 
Domenic DeNucci. When 
Mueller backed Domenic 
into the corner, Bovee 
was waiting with a cane, 
striking him so hard it 
broke in half. Before the 
security could stop it, 
Bovee was engaged in a 
wild slugout in the floor 
with half a dozen fans, 
before Mueller came to 
his rescue. By the time 
the police arrived, Bovee 
and Mueller had picked 
off attackers right and 
left, literally clearing their 
own path to the dressing 
room. The incident over- 
shadowed any of the 
other matches on the 
card and the next day, a 
photo of Marcial during 
the riot and a_ story 
covering the show ap- 
peared on the front of the 


Akron Beacon Journal 
sports page. Bovee had 
outdone the Cleveland 


Indians, who were on 
page three. 
“Marcial Bovee is a 


psychopath,” stated John 
Ringer, one of the hated 
manager-wrestler’s asso- 
ciates in the Phoenix 
area. “The guy is freaky. 
Yet he’s gotten me more 
publicity than anyone 
else. He’s gotten me good 
matches. He’s been good 
for my career.’ Maniac 
Mike Gordon, The Arkan- 
sas Beast, The Lumber- 
jacks, Eddie Sullivan, The 
Mask, and The Angels Of 
Darkness would quickly 
agree. Not all people feel 
that way. 

“Marcial Bovee is the 
worst thing that could 
have happened to pro 
wrestling in years,” said 
one of the Arizona fans 
(one of the few whose 
comments pertaining to 
Bovee could be printed 
without editing).

1. TOMMY RICH and 
BUZZ SAWYER.

Graham went 
into seclusion for two 
years, and many thought 
he actually died. But he 
has come back stronger 
than ever, and his shaved 
head even makes him 
look meaner. He has 
learned karate, and he

3. CHRIS ADAMS and 

JOHN DAVIDSON 

This feud is centered in

These two have 
already met in Lumber- 
jack and cage matches, 
and although Graham has 
earned a few victories 
over the Champion, he 
has been unable to cap- 
ture the title. é 
This longstanding feud 
is beginning to reach new 
heights, and there is no 
sight of this feud cooling 
off. The hatred they share 
for each other is real, and 
when two of the greatest 
wrestlers of all time 
clash, anything can and 
usually does happen.

Botn men know that the 
other wrestler is standing 
in his way of achieving 
Superstardom.

Dempsey vs. Lewis

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At one time, not too 
long ago, Tony Atlas was 
the talk of the wrestling 
world. His name was on 
the lips of all fans—men, 
Women, and. children 
alike. Thousands of his 
loyal followers would 
storm into their nearby 
arenas to see their hero, 
“Mr. U,S.A.”, defeat his 
opponent. In the eyes of 
his fans, Tony could do no 
wrong. His powerful 
elbow smashes, head 
butts, quick holds, and of 
course his power lift of 
his opponents over his 
head and then slamming 
him down to the mat, left 
spectators spellbound. 
When Atlas’ hand was 
raised in victory, it was a 
victory for the fans as 
well. Tony Atlas was the 
People’s champion. 

Yet this one time glory 
has faded. No longer is 
Tony the toast of the mat 
world. Sure, he still is 
popular and still main- 
tains a large legion of 
fans, but as difficult as it 
is to admit, the truth of 
the matter is, ‘‘Mr. U.S.A.” 
does not appear to be as 
devastating a wrestler as 
he once was, and one can 
not help but notice, Atlas 
does not wrestle as often 
as he once did. Why is 
this so? Several wrestling 
experts have recently

offered various theories 
to try and explain why 
Tony Atlas, although still 


a great wrestler, has 
apparently lost some of 
the momentum that 


seemed to be carrying 
him towards a champion- 


ship. 

THEORY ONE: 
Wrestling fans are 
peculiar people; they can 
love a wrestler, take him 
to their hearts, and then 
something happens that 
causes the fans. to 
disregard him. What 
could it be in Mr. Atlas’ 
case that has caused the

fans, not to forget him, 
but, shall we say, replace 
him with other mat 
heroes? 

The answer to question 
one apparently is MR. 
JIMMY SNUKA. AS a 
close associate of Atlas 
revealed, Tony could not 
compete with “The 
Superfly” for fan 
affection. At one time the 
fans world cheer Tony 
and boo Snuka, but now 
Snuka has changed his 
ways and is the darling of 
the wrestling world. 
When Snuka changed his 
ways, he also captured a 


lot of the support from the 
fans had reserved for Mr. 
Atlas. It has been 
speculated that the 
reason Atlas has left the 
East Coast area is 
because he is_ very 
sensitive, and refuses to 
compete with Jimmy 
Snuka for the love of the 
fans. 


THEORY TWO: Perhaps 
Mr. Atlas, in wrestling 
terminology, has ‘‘burned 
out”. He is no longer as 
effective inside the ring 
as he once was. Sure, he 
still wins virtually all of 
his matches, but his 
victories do not appear to 
come as easy as they 
once did. Could it be that 
too many cage matches, 
bull rope matches, and 
death matches have 
simply taken their toll on 
this man and_ eroded 


some of his strength and: 


talents? During one 
stretch last summer, 
Atlas wrestled in two 


cage matches and two 
bull rope matches within 
seven days. All of the 
contests were bloody 
affairs, and in each bout 
Atlas was required to use 
every drop of energy 
possessed in his 
magnificant body not just 
to win, but literally to 
survive. Stiff competition 
like that has a way of 
catching up with you; the 
human body, no matter 
how’ well-conditioned— 
can only absorb a limited 
amount of punishment. 
Perhaps all of the bruises, 
cuts and assorted 
internal injuries that have 
been inflicted upon ‘Mr. 
U.S.A.” have taken the 
steam out of him, causing 
him to lose that extra- 


push that is needed to 
prevail in these 
treacherous matches. 
Other theories have 
been presented as well. 
Some suggest that Atlas 
has simply lost much of 
the desire he once has 
because he has been 
unsuccessful in his quest 
for a championship. Other 
propose that Atlas is 
merely taking a_ short 
repose from his rigorous 
schedule so that he can 
come back. stronger and 
better than ever. 
Naturally, we are 
hoping that the latter 
theory is the correct one. 
If indeed Tony is just 
enjoying a short hiatus 
from the daily grind of 
mat superstardom, and if 
indeed he is taking this 
opportunity to _ train

vigorously hard to regain 
the unique style he once 
had, then all one can say, 
is that we all have 
something to look foward 
to when he returns full 
time to the mat. But if it is 
something more than 
that, well, let’s just hope 
that Mr. Atlas is 
determined to recapture 
the hearts of the 
wrestling fans. Surely, the 
fans will be happy to 
welcome him back. We’re 
rooting for you, Tony.
